Liability Is Relapse 

“In proportion as the patient is 
young with the greater liability to 
disastrous relapse, and the more of 
life to Yace, handicapped by whatever 
iyreparable damage may follow fail- 
tire to make the most of his splendid 
capacity for repair, by so much ought 
we to make sure that he is not dis- 
charged, until materia Irestrictions 
can be safely discarded,” Dr, McPhed- 
ran stated. 

“The progress of healing of the tis- 
sues may be determined by the#K-ray, 
which is the most reliable means we 
have for this purpose,” according to 
Dr McPhedran. 

Roentgen rays are also of the great- 
est usefulness in treating cancer of 
the lung which sometimes develops in 
connection wit htuberculosis. In one 
type of malignant growth, even the 
largest tumors disappear entirely 
within a period of eight to ten days 
following treatment with the rays, 
Doctors William A. Evans and T. 
Leucutia, of Harper Hospital, Detroit, 
Mich,, reported. - 

A new plan for handling industrial 
injuries, whereby the States could 
save money, the injured workers 
wolld réap an economic benefit, and} 
the difficult, neurotic conditions that 
often follow such injuries could be 
argely avoided, was outlined by Dr. 
Israel Strauss, of New York City, at 
the closing session of the meeting 
here of the Ameyican Neurological 
Association. Dr,./Strauss’ plan was 
given in the course of a discussion of 
a paper by Drs. Walter F. Schaller and 
Melvin R. Somers, of San Francisco. 

Mental Attitude J 

These scientists showed the relation 
between injury, adverse mental and 
emotional states, hope of compensa- 
tion and development of a nervous 
condition of neurosis. The neryous 
condition, with complete loss of in- 
dustrial efficiency, appeared when the 
climax of adverse emotional and men- 
tal factors was reached, Dr, ‘Schaller 
said. 

Among these adverse factors, con- 
flicting and alarming dlagnoses of the 
original injury by examining physi- 
cians played an important part. In 
order to ayoid the factor, Dr. Strauss 
urged that the States should build in- 
stitutions to which injured industrial 
workers would be taken as soon after 
the accident as possible. 

Here, according to Dr. Strauss’ plan, 
the injured workers would be under 
the care of competent, adequately 
paid physicians and psychiatrists. 
Treatment of the injury would be 
given with scientific regard to the 
psychiatric factors involved. In this 
way the unfortunate past traumatic 
neurosis which cost so much time and 
money in compensation cases and 
which are so harmful to the patient, 
could be avoided. Dr. Strauss asked 
the association to appoint a com- 
mittee to bring this plan before the 
various States.

Desertion 

When a father deserts his wife and 
young children, he causes untold suf- 
fering and misery to the family, not 
to mention the financial loss to the 
community. When interviewed on this 
subject, J. J. Kelso, Provincial Super- 
intendent of Children’s Aid Societies, 
stated that the records of his office 
indicated clearly that this was a ser- 
ious evil. He mentioned the follow- 
ing case that happened in Toronto 
some years ago: 

“A father went off to the United 
States leaving a frail little woman 
with the burden of caring for five chil- 
dren. Jt sas too-much for her, and 
although she struggled on, the chil- 
dren received no proper care. Two 
of the girls were sent to reform in- 
stitutions, one boy to the Industrial 
School, and an older lad was in trouble 
two or three times with the police. In 
addition to this, charitable relief had 
to be given for several years so that 
the total cost of this family was very 
great. The father was supposed to be 
living comfortably in the United 
States, but nothing was done to find 
him and compel him to support his 
family. 

As an illustration of judicious ac- 
tion, Mr. Kelso told of an official of 
one of the Children’s Aid Societies 
who received a report from a woman 
that her husband had deserted her 
and gone to Buffalo. The ofticer zot 
his address, went there, and located 
him, and accompanied the man home, 
with tho resnlt that he is now taking 
care of the family in the proper way. 

There is some agitation in favor of 
helping the wives and children of de- 
serters from a public fund, said Mr. 
Kelso, and while, of course, this would 
be a relief, it is a dangerous policy. 
It might be an encouragement instead 
of a deterrent to a certain class. Social 
organizations are powerless, as at the 
present time there is no fund provided 
for meeting the expense of going after 
these men. If this were remedied 
quite a number could be brought back 
and required to resume their respon- 
sibility.

As ih the autogyre, there is an up- 
right hollow metal pillar attached to 
the top of the fuselage, which bears 
On a shaft four huge vanes. Signor 
Isacco has built into each of these 
vanes a tiny Bristol Cherub engine 
witlr airscrews attached to them. Hach 
engine starts with twenty horsepower. 
The motion imparted by each of the 
small airscrews rotates its particular 
vane around the vertical shaft. The 
Speed of the four engines in the four 
vanes is synchronized. 

When the vanes get going at top| 
speed in their horizontal motion they 
give the desired lift to the whole ma- 
chine. It is expected that they will 
enable it to rise practically straight 
up in the air without any preliminary 
taxiing. The machine is provided 
With the ordinary engine and propel- 
lers in front that an airplane has, Its 
function is to provide the horizontal 
motion in the air, the vanes giving 
the vertical motion. 


Can Hover Over Cities 
By means of his ordinary airplane 
engine the pilot could, for instance, fly 
horizontally from Montreal to New 
York. Then he could check his regu- 
lar engine and, being supported by his 
vanes, could hover right over the city. 
The main advantage in civil avia- 
tion is that such a machine could rise

He saw Sagounie 
walking towards his lodging and 
A second later the 
peace of Nunhead Grove was_ shat:
